His foot wore 
shackled, his hands bound to his neck 
with chain and bar, and he wes then put in 
gaol. Hin mother stood by and consented 
to itall. He must remain imprisoned until 
his mother egrecs to his release.

BIBMAROEK ON GERMAN UNITY. 

Berlin, Aug. 28.—Prince Bismarck is 
etill fuking tho waters at Kiesingw. On 
Sunday last o party of 700 of his admirors 
from the Thuringia district, in Ceutral 
Germany, arrived ot Kissiogen for the 
purpose of psying their respects to the 
aged ex-chanoellor. This party upon their 
sitival wero joined by 800 of the people 
visiting Kissingen, and together they 
proceeded to tho villa occupied by Priuce 
Bismarck and presented on addrossto him. 
In reply to thia address Prince Rismarck 
dwelt atrongly upon’the subject of German 
unity. He guid: ‘Since 1871 re‘ havo 
been comparatively undisturbed by our 
French neighbors, who Providence placed 
where thoy are for the purposa of keoping 
naawake. ‘Lhe deys have long gono by 
when France regarded = campiigu to 
Germany a3-4 sort of pleasuro journey. 
France knowa woll enough now what wa 
ara mado of. Wa must give up osrping 
and cavilling at the present stato of things, 
with tho object of making new arrange- 
monts. I refer to the ‘semi-official atter- 
ances directed toward the attainment of o 
greater Prussia, The National Liberals 
in 1848 bad a out and dried plan of this 
sort. [n creating the unity of the Empire, 
I sought to preserve everything thet was in 
any way compatible therewith. The en- 
thusiastic demonstrations I havo received 
jin the German states, outeide of Prussia, 
have proved that my policy waa right. To 
those Prussians who aro not corlont and 
who wish to put everybody else in their 
pockets, I say, you are real Particularists. 
You do not recognise Germany outside of 
Prussia. 

I am sorry to see in the declins of my 
life the principles of the Constitution boing 
undormined by people who aro trying to 
procure the centralization of the Imperial 
power. Do you believes it woull be an 
advantage if the eight princes of Thuringia 
were replaced by en Imperial governor? 
A German olings to his dynasties and the 
dynastics, too, cling ‘o Germavy. All 
accusations agoinet mo are pore inven- 
tions. If { wished to combat the present 
government, I would ranke «6 tour of 
Gormeny and sammon popular atwemblies 
everywhere, and thresh ont all I bad in my 
heart ugainst the Government. My beart 
is no murderer's den. I have not learned 
to lie even as a diplomat. Tha people now 
begin to see what I mount three years ago 
when I said here that the Constitution 
ought to be the first object of our care. 
I observe that the post of Iuporial Chan- 
collor bas boon soparated from the pre: 
sidenoy of the Prussian Council of Min. 
isters. I algo observe thal at a recent 
conferenco of the Finance Ministers of 
the several Stated at Frankfurt, the Prasi- 
dent’s chair was occupied by tha Seore- 
tary of tho Imperial Treasury, who is a 
subordinate bureaucrat. hie is uncon- 
stitutional. The Emperor and tho Ohan- 
cellor are only the, oxeoutive organs of 
the Bundesrath and: Reichstag. Noither 
of them has a right to’ attempt more 
than to publish the laws onited by 
those bodies. The Chancellor ought to 
have influence in the Bundexzrath only by 
means of Proesjan votes, If spat thoro- 
from he tukea tha lead and bis séretaries 
ara placed over the ministers of the federal 
efate, or s breach of the Constitution 
occurs, which must be opposed, An end 
must be pat to thiseystem.

THE TROUBLE IN MASTONALAND,

£500,000 to crush King Lobengula. 

Itis expected that, at the instigation of

Sir E, J. Raed, member for Cardiif, who 
was for a number of years chiof constructor 
of the navy, declared that tho disaster ta 
the Victoria was just what had been anii- 
cipsted in regard to the class of vosscle for 
years past. Aship with a large armored 
centre citadel end unarmored ends was 
bound to oapsiz> if badly injured in the 
ends. How many more ships, he asked, 
would have to capsize before the Admiral:y 
gave up the construction of such vessels, 
Owing to tho requirements of these vessels, 
the space taken up by the mens’ quarters, 
and go forth, it was impossible to provide 
them with relisble water-tight compart- 
ments. Lord George Hamilton, formerly 
first Lord of the Admiralty, said he re- 
gretted the tendency shown by the Secre.
